The type of injection and 
the date should be entered 
-in the Infant Welfare Baby's 
Book supplied to all mothers 
at Infant Welfare Centres. 
Either doctor or the Infant 
Welfare sister can then tell 
you when the next dose is 
due. 

Injections given to school 
age children will be entered 
on the record card which is 
supplied by the local council 
and filed at the Shire Offices. 

If your child is subject t@ 
rasthma or has an allergy 
consult your docter before 
allowing any immunisation 
treatment. 


VACCINES AND SERUM 
TRIPLE ANTIGEN _ 

This combines immunisation 
against whooping cough, 
diphtheria and tetanus in the 
one serum, so that one course 
of inoculations protects 
against all three infections. 
It is the mast commonly 
used immunising agent. The 
complete course is three in- 
jections given about a month 
apart, followed by a fourth 
or “booster” dose some six 
to 12 months later. 


COMBINED DIPHTHERIA- 


TETANUS TOXOID 
This is usually called 
“C.D.T.” and; as the name 


implies, it is for protection 
against diphtheria and tet- 
anus, Children over two usu- 
ally need to- be immunised 
against whooping cough, so 
C.D.T. is sometimes used at 
this age instead of ‘Triple 
Antigen. Extra booster doses 
are also given from time to 
time at school, because it is 
important that all” school 
children be protected against 
diphtheria and tetanus. 


COMBINED DIPHTHERIA- 
WHOOPING COUGH VAC- 
CINE | 

This product was widely 
used once, but has been 
superseded hy Triple Antigen. 
Children who receive com: 
bined  Diphtheria-Whooping 
Cough vaccine still need pro- 
tection “against tetanus. 


TETANUS TOXOID 
Tetanus (lock-iaw) is an 
extremely serious disease and 
ean easily cause death. The 
germs are found in soil, par- 
ticularly manured soil, and 
will readily infect @ cut, es- 
pecially if it is a deep one.

jection of tetanus anti-toxin. 
The effect only lasts for two 
or three weeks, so the child 
will need another injection 
every time he gets a cut of 
the same kind. This is .a 
nuisance, and besides, . re- 
peated injections of antitoxin 
can cause most unpleasant 
symtoms. You can ‘avoid this 
worry if your child is given 
lasting protection by a course 
of injections. Tetanus Tox- 
oid, C.D.T., and Triple Anti- 
gen all produce the desired 
immunity. —~ 

If the child gets a wound 
after the course of injections 
has been completed, anti- 
toxin will not be needed. : If 
he has not -had*the course, it 
will be no use starting when 
the cut is received, It will 
be some weeks before the 
first injection can have any 
effect, and tetanus can oc- 
cur in a few days. In that 
case, anti-toxin should be 
given and the course of in- 
jections started about three 
weeks later. 


SMALLPOX 


Vaccination against small- 
pox can be arranged for your 
baby at the Infant Welfare 
Centre. In addition, your 
jocal council may occasion- 
aly conduct. a vaccination 
campaign, and all thoughtful 
parents will give their co-op- 
eration. Apart from this, 
vaccination need only be 
done in special circumstances, 
or prior to travelling over- 
seas. 

The Department of Health 
Tecommends the course set 
out below as the ideal one to 
give full immunisation cover- 
age from infancy tc school 
age: 

At the age of 2 months. im-- 
munise with Vaccine Lymph 
for Smalipox;; 3 months: 
Triple’ Antigen (1st dose); 4 
months: Triple Antigen (2nd 
dose); 5 months: Triple Anti- 
gen (3rd dose); 6 months: 
Salk Vaccine (Ist dpse); 7 
months: Salk Vaccine (2nd 
dose); 12 months: Triple Anti- 
gen (Booster); 14 months: 
Salk Vaccine (Booster). 

The last two injections 
may be given at any: time 
during the second year of 
life, as long as they are at 
least seven months after the 
primary course of “injections. 


M addition to the above 
course, the Department of 
Health .strongly recommends 
that every child should be 
given a booster dose of 
C.D.T. during the . first year 
at school, and again at the 
age of eight or nine years.
